RECYCLING PROGRAM UPDATE 
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Full Circle has bins on hand and ready to deliver to hotels. Courtyard by Marriott 
Received bins this week and has started recycling program. 


7. LOS ANGELES COMMUNITY COLLEGE DISTRICT PLANS 

Larry Eisenberg, Executive Director of Facilities Planning & Development, briefed Gateway 
members on LACCD’s plans to improve and develop their properties in Los Angeles including 
the property located between 98 th & 96 th Streets just west of Vicksburg. If bond Measure J on 
the November ballot passes, it will infuse the LACCD with $3.5 billion to develop new and 
rehabilitated facilities to provide workforce training including training for careers in the 
hospitality and tourism industry. Preliminary plans for the 5 acre site currently used as a 
satellite campus (Hollywood CPR) and off-airport parking operated by Valet Air-Park, would 
be to build a satellite campus that would offer basic skills - ESL, job readiness skills, 
hospitality and travel programs. $40 million would be spent to construct the training center / 
conference center modeled after a Las Vegas training center. The space would include meeting 
and breakout rooms. In addition to the training center, the need for a retail and entertainment 
component is being considered. 

A committee organized by the Mayor’s office has started meeting to begin preliminary 
planning for the new training center. Mr. Eisenberg invited members of Gateway to L.A. to 
participate in the committee meetings. 

8. LOS ANGELES WORLD AIRPORTS UPDATE 

Michael Collins briefed the Gateway board on the economic challenges impacting LAWA. 

A combination of high fuel prices and weak dollar is threatening U.S. Airlines. The impact to 
the LAX market is a 13% reduction in airline seats with U.S. carriers accounting for the most 
of the cuts. International Carriers are expected to be down by 27.7%. 

9. L.A. LIVE 

Javier Cano, former Gateway to L.A. member and current Regional Manager for J.W. Marriott 
L.A. Live project, gave an overview of the L.A. LIVE development. The J.W. Marriott hotel is 
currently under construction with 34 floors already completed. The new hotel will consist of a 
900 room J.W. Marriott, 125 room Ritz Carlton, and 224 Ritz residential apartments all in the 
same building with 3 separate entrances.
